.Report of tile Covodc I 
Committee. 


Mr. Train has made a report from the 


Covode committee,signed by Messrs. Covode, 
Olin and Train. - It sets put by speaking of 
tlie embarrassments -which attended their la- 
bors and stating that the President saw fit 
to send in a column protest-in the way of a 
proclamation to the world that the whole 
power of the executive, instead of being ex- 
ercised to forward an investigation into ad- 
ministration affairs, would be exercised to 
protect those who might choose to disobey 
the summons of the speaker of the house, 
or who, having obeyed the summons, might 
refuse to testify before the committee; who 
quote precedents to show that they have fell 
at liberty to investigate the conduct of the 
President, or any other officer of the gov- 
ernment. In regard to the Leeompton con- 
stitution, they say the country will pause 
with astonishment over the shameless re- 
cord. 
They examined : First—The em- 


phatic and indubitable pledges of the Pres- 
ident, as well before as alter his election, 
and the pledges ot all his -cabinet, to the 
doctrine of leaving the people of Kansas 
perfectly free to administer their institutions 
in their own way. Second—The deliberate 
violation of these pledges, and the attempt 
to convert Kansas into a slave state by 
means of forgeries, fraud and force. 
Third 


—The removal and attempt to disgrace tho 
sworn agents of the administration who re- 
fused to violate theirpledges. Fourth—The 
open employment of money in the passage 
of the Leeompton and English bills through 
congress. Fifth-—The admission of parties 
engaged in the work of electioneering this 
scheme that they received enormous sums 
for this purpose. Sixth—He offered to pur- 
chase newspaper editors with extravagant 
sums of money. Seventh—And even the 
proscription of democrats of high standing 
who would not support the Leeompton and 
English bills. 


The witnesses on these points were Gov, 


Walker, Wendell, Bean and F. W. Walker, 
and fortunately for the cause of truth, the 
evidence of these witnesses does not, the 
committee say. depend on their own admis- 
sions. It is proven by the book of records 
of the Bank of the Metropolis, which con- 
tains the names of those who conduct their 
business there, and by the unconscious con- 
tradictions of the witnesses. 'The testimony 
of Forney is not to be overlooked in this 
connection ; while it shows a general wil- 
lingness on the part of the President to sub- 
sidize the public press, it proves also that 
there was a. strong determination to buy all 
who could be bought, and to crush out the 
honest men who could not be bribed or re- 
duced to an affilialion witli the administra- 
tion in its Leeompton policy. 


Forney wns ottered the printing of the 


post office blanks, worth at least §80,000, 
on condition that he should, by an editorial 
no longer than a man's hand, support the 
administration in its Kaunas policv. 


The committee refer to the fact that twen- 


ty-four democratic members of the house 
opposed the Kansas policy. This number 
dwindled'down to twelve, and enough were 
found to carry the bill through the house. 


The committee say it had always been 


supposed the war in Washington territory 
was gotten up for the purpose of fastening 
slavery on Kansas, the troops being divert 
ed to operations in Kansas. 


The next point examined involved the 


abuses ia ',hc Philadelphia custom house 
and other public offices, in regard to which 
ihe committee say chore were improper com- 
binations among federal officers to control 
the prejudices and sentiments of the people 
ia their primary political movements. Sec- 
ond—The improper and corrupt use of the 
public money in the employment of per- 
sons in the public service in violation of the 
laws and government regulations ; and the 
frauds on the part of officers of the gov- 
ernment to defeat the statvite of the United 
States enacted for the purpose of protecting 
the treasury from" unjust claims,- and im- 
provident and unnecessary expenditures.— 
The witnesses are John H. Bryant, Fran- 
cis and Samuel B. Rice, Francis McCor- 
mick, John F. Schell, Andrew Brumaker, 
George Downey, Patrick Refferty and John 
Dunn, and others. The committee say that 
Collector Baker is subject to the highest 
censure. 


The want of time to procure the necessa- 


ry witnesses prevented investigation into the 
management of the post office department. 


They examined the subject of the execu- 


tive binding, saying Pettibone was wronged 
in the matter, and the patronage retained 
in the hands of the president's friend and 
most efficient supporter, Wendell. 


The committee say the evidence proves 


beyond a doubt that the prices paid for ex- 
ecutive printing and binding were utterly dis- 
proportionate to the work done. 
• The committee also allude to the employ- 
ment of men to carry elections. 


In view of the facts and circumstances 


attending this investigation, from its incep- 
tion to thu present time, there seems a 
marked propriety in closing the report with 
a quotation from a speech of Mr. Buchan- 
an iu condemnation of corruption. 


Mr. Train moved that 50,000 copies of 


the report be printed. Referred to thecom- 
mitttee on printing. 


SATAXIC.-—Last Friday morning, a man 


residing at Bellville,was arrested and brought 
before Justice Savage, of this place, upon a 
charge of having been seen on the night 
previous, about 11 o'clock, laying obstruc- 
tions across the track of the Chicago and 
Northwestern Railway, which would, in all 
probability, have resulted in great loss of 
life, as the obstructions, being spars of iron- 
wood, some six or seven inches in diameter, 
would inevitably have thrown the cars off 
the road, when the train came along about 
3 o'clock A. M. Froni the evidence given 
before the justice, sufficient was aduced to 
warrant the accused in being bound over in 
the sum of $500, to answer the charge be- 
fore the: grand jury, at the next September 
term of the circuit 
court.—Jeffersonian.

He was further opposed to the 


amendment because it proposed to admit 
the delegates from Arkansas, when a con- 
testing delegation was announced to be here 
from that state. Was the convention to pre- 
jtidge this case? Mississippi came here 
without opposition, and she was placed in 
the list with these other states. When a 
contest arises, it should be investigated by 
a committee. 


A Voice—Why was it not done at Charles- 


ton ? 


Mr. Richardson—Because at Charleston, 


when action was taken, there was no regu- 
lar organization. Now'it was different, and 
he was in favor of investigation into the 
facts wherever there was a contest. The 
investigation could not consume tnnch time, 
and he repeated that it should' be made in 
justice to all. He said he should not be 
drawn into the notice of any issues not di- 
rectly pertaining to the question immediate- 
ly before Ihem.

BALTIMORE CONVENTION. 


BALTIMORE, June IS. 


At the close of the proceedings published 


yesterday, Mr. Salisbury movrd to adjourn 
"1 4 o'clock, which was lost. 


The convention refused to second Lhe 


previous question on the amendment of Mr. 
Church, of N. Y,, to the motion of Mr. 
Howard, bv ayes. 107J ; noes. 1 i(M. 


The motion to take a recess till .3 o'clock 


was carried. 


P. M. SESSION.—The convention re-as- 


sembled at 5 o'clock. 


The question pending was the amend- 


ment of Mr. Gilmiir, ot'Penn., to the amend- 
ment of Mr. Church of N. Y. 


The president announced that credentials 


bad been placed in his hands from Dela- 
ware, Georgia, Alabarnn, Florida, Missis- 
sippi, Lonsmna, Texas and Arkansas, with 
a letter from the Mississippi delegates, pre- 
sented by Mr. Howard, -jf Tennesur. and a 
communication from Mr. Chalfee, claiming 
a seat from Massachusetts. 


The several proposition.? before the con- 


vention were then read. 


Mr. Gilmer, of Perm., perfected his nmend 


ment by making it read : 


Resulted, That the president of the con- 


vention be authorized to issue tickets to the 
delegates from Texas, Mississippi, Arkan 
sas and Florida, in which there are no con- 
testing seals, and that in those stales where 
there are contesting delegations,a committee 
ou credentials be appointed by the several 
delegations upon said stales. 


Mr. Clark, of Mo., asked consent to mod- 


ify the last amendment. 


Mr. Richardson, of 111., raised the point 


of order that after several propositions were 
placed before the convention, they could not 
be altered. 


Mr. Clark asked that his proposition 


might be read for information, which was 
objected to by Mr. Samuels, of Iowa, and 
others, eliciting a warm debate. 


Finally Mr. Samuels withdrew his objec- 


tion, with the understanding that the prop- 
iition should be read for information. 


The proposition was then read as fol- 


lows : 


llesolceil, That the citizens of the several 


states ot the Union have an equal right to 
settle and remain in the territories of the 
U. S., nnd to hold therein, unmolested by 
any legislation whatever, their slaves or 
other property ; and this convention recog- 
nizes the opinion of thu supreme court of 
the United States in the Dred Scott case, as 
d true exposition of the constitution in re- 


oard to the rights of the citizens of the sev- 
eral states ou territories of the U. S., upon 
all subjects of which it treats : and that the 
members of this convention pledge them- 
selves, and require all others who may be au- 
thorized delegates to make the same pledge, 
to the support of democratic candidates. 


In answer to an inquiry, the president 


stated that as the resolution was only read 
for information, it could not be considered 
as before the convention. 


Mr. Randall withdrew from the floor in 


order to allow Mr. Gilmore to modify his 
amendment in the manner proposed. 


Mr. Randall then took the floor and ar- 


gued in favor of the amendment by Mr. 
Gilmore, and against the amendment by 
Mr. Church. 
He denied the right of the 


convention, which is simply a delegated 
body, to impose any conditions at all upon 
seven seceding states. 
[Applause and his- 


ses.] 
He also denied the policy .of making 


any terms to the seceding slates, for they 
would not accept an entrance into the con- 
vention on such terms. 
The party was to 


fight a battle at the polls in which it would 
be necessary to unite all sections against 
the opposition party. 
[Applause and his- 


sea from the gallery.] 


Mr. Hoge, of Va.. demanded to know 


whether delegates were to sit here nnd sub-. 
mit to the insult of hisses from the gallery 
when sentiments favorable to their friends 
of the south, in which they themselves co- 
incided, were expressed by a gentleman of 
such respectability as Mr. Randall of Penn- 
sylvania, it' this outside pressure wan to 
be brought up to crash out fairness of dis- 
cussion, Virginia had better know it at 
once, and retire from the Geld in which she 
was prevented from defending her rights. 
[Loud applause.] 


The president announced that _if the gal- 


leries gave utterance to such of signs disap- 
probation again, they would be cleared. 


Mr. Samuels of Iowa while anxious to 


preserve to every man the right to be heard, 
could not but say that manifestations of ap- 
plause were calculated to draw manifesta- 
tions of disapproval. Both should be check- 
ed or both allowed. 


Mr. Randall said if any serpent-like his- 


es had been made he had not heard them. 
He then proceeded to enlarge upon the 
rights of the seceding delegations, and urg- 
ed" conciliation and hannoay in the action 
of the convention. 
He concluded with an 


eloquent appeal to unite against the com- 
jnqn foe. 


Mr. Richardson of Illinois .was .opposed 


to the resolution of the gentleman .from 
Pennsylvania, (Randall,) because it; sought 
to let into .the convention from Florida 
those who were not delegated to this con- 
vention. Their constituents had refused to 
send them there. 
A gentleman from Flor- 


ida had informed him that the delegation 
would take their seats in the convention if 
the olive branch was extended to them.— 
He, for one, was not willing to sit beside 
those who represented no constituency, and 
who were bound by nothing that is done 
here, while he himself was bound for every- 
thing. 
He was further opposed to the 


amendment because it proposed to admit 
the"delt:gates from Arkansas, when a con- 
testing delegation was announced to be here 
from that state. Was the convention to pre- 
judge this case? Mississippi came here 
without opposition, and she was placed in 
the list with these other states. When a 
contest arises, it should be investigated by 
a committee. 


A Voice—Why was it not done at Charles- 


ton ? 


Mr. Richardson—Because at Charleston, 


when action was taken, there was no regu- 
lar organization. Now it was different, and 
he was in favor of investigation into the 
facts whorever there was a contest. The 
investigation could not consume much time, 
and he repeated that it should be made in 
justice to all. 
He said he should not be 


drawn into the notice of any issues not di- 
rectly pertaining to the question immediate- 
ly before them. 
ilr. Cochrane, of New York, said this 


question was not one of admission of new 
delegates, it was of far graver importance. 
A portion of the seats on this floor were 
vacant, and a question arises, why are they 
thus vacant? 
The question also arises, 


r'as there justification—was there excuse 
for the secession that had left a portion of 
the seats unoccupied ? 
However this might 


he decided, he deemed it well for the con- 
vention to seek to bring back their erriug 
brothers. He was not favorable to either of 
the resolutions as thev stood. He was un 
willing to place any obligations on the re- 
turning delegates that would call a blush to 
their cheeks, or cause a pain to their hearts ; 
hut it should be remembered that such terms 
.•ere placed upon the delegation from New 
York upon a former occasion and' there 
might be now some excuse for its being of- 
fered. 
He could assure the convention that 


they would always be found, as they hitherto 
had been found, on the side of liberty and 
justice. 


Mr. Russell, of Virginia, said he had at 


a former period felt anxious to address the 
convention, 
He did not feel so now, be- 


cause the vote taken nt the morning session 
gave promise of a desire on the part of the 
majority to secure harmony of action that 
could not fail to lend to a happy union, on 
principles and on candidates, but as a pro- 
position had b&cn made to improve these 
terms, he might say a few words on the 
question. 
Virginia, wfis here emphatically 


as she hud been at Charleston, to harmon- 
ize the action of the democracy. She had 
soon a rule adopted empowering votes to be 
cast in a manner which she considered un- 
fair to the delegations. She had seen a plat- 
form voted down which her people desired, 
and one adopted which they are opposed to. 
While eight states of the south had gone 
out of tlie convention she had remained 
present. 
Could she give any better proof 


of her devotion to the democracy of the 
north? 
Hut she desired to say now Ihat 


she was equally devoted to the south. 
If 


true to the north, should she not also be true 
to the turning point? 
United with her sis- 


ter southern states she meant to see fair play 
between states. 
She meant to see fair play 


between the north and south. 
What was 


fair play? It was that all the delegates ac- 
credited to Charleston should be admitted 
to the floor. But he did not desire to press 
this upon the convention ; at least the del- 
egations not contested should be admitted 
at once without any delay, and the contested 
delegates should be referred to a committee. 
He called the attention of the gentleman 
from Illinois, who had made the objection 
to the admission of the delegates where 
seats were uncontested, to the ("act that at 
Charleston the Illinois delegation were ad- 
mitted, although their seats were contested 
by other delegates. He was in favor of ad- 
mitting all uncontosting seats to the conven- 
tion. 
As to imposing restrictions or pledges 


upon the delegates, he deemed all here wen: 
men of honor enough to be bound by such 
pledges as honor places upon them. 
[Ap- 


plause. | 


Further motions were made by gents 


from different stales to clear the galleries, 
which were met by cries of "No!'1 "No I'' 
Some contended such proceeding would be 
unjust, as it was not done at Charleston, 
when repeated hisses were mingled with ap- 
plause. The motions were not passed. 


Mr. Montgomery said the very men who 


were now so eager to be admitted to this 
convention, were those who separated from 
it at Charleston, afterwards met at Rich- 
mond, and now hold the doings of their 
meetings at both places over this body as a 
scare crow to force ns to accede to their 
request.
